GENERAL 


Allen, Frederick Lewis. The big change; 
America transforms itself 1900-1950. 
Harper, $3.50. October 29. 


An accomplished popularizer of recent history 
again takes a backward glance, this time over 
the past 50 years of the American scene. He 
contrasts changing modes and manners but 
examines more closely the economic and 
political developments that have tended to 
raise the standard of living, break down class 
barriers, foster a feeling of unity among the 
people, and make the government respon- 
sible for the general welfare. He views with 
satisfaction this democratization, or adjust- 
ment of capitalism to democratic ends, and 
gives a heartening review of American prog- 
ress, without ignoring the major problems 
facing the U.S. today. 


Howard, Joseph Kinsey. Strange empire, 
a narrative of the Northwest: introd. by 
Bernard De Voto. Morrow, $6. October 8. 
The strange empire is that which was almost 
set up by the Métis in the south central area 
of Canada in the 1870’s under the leadership 
of the fanatical Louis Riel. In a carefully 
compiled narrative the whole background and 
development of the movement is set down 
with considerable sympathy for the Métis, 
people of French and Indian heritage, and for 
the Indians who would have profited by the 
success of the venture. The episode is shown 
to be of more than regional interest since it 
affected the development of the U.S. as well 
as the Canadian Northwest. 


Joseph, Michael. Charles; the story of a 
friendship. Prentice-Hall, $2.50. October 
it. 

A British writer and animal lover, whose 
special enthusiasm is cats, tells the story of 
the 13 years of mutual devotion between him- 
self and his Siamese cat Charles O’Malley. 
The dignified eloquence of the style, and the 
deep sincerity of feeling remove this from the 
classification of sentimental effusions, and 
provide fascinating reading for a wider audi- 
ence than cat-lovers. Although human beings 
figure in the account, Charles always keeps 
the foreground, with other cats and an occa- 


sional animal of some other species rounding 
out the picture. 


FICTION 


Ehrlich, Bettina. A horse for the island. 
Harper, $2.75. Tentative date October 1. 
The author of some charming juvenile stories 
turns to adult fiction with the story of an 
island off the coast of Italy. When Tarlao, a 
farmer, introduces the island’s first horse, the 
animal is a thing of wonder and delight to 
the simple, underprivileged populace. The 
island becomes a prosperous resort and sim- 
plicity vanishes; nature takes over with a 
storm and a freeze, and again Cavallo, the 
horse, comes into his own when he becomes 
the means of a miracle. Time passes, pros- 
perity returns and sophistication with it, and 
the grandchildren of Cavallo’s admirers have 
eyes only for airplanes.

Dial, $3.95. October. 


The fate of the Christians during the short 
reign of the third-century Roman emperor 
Decius is dramatically detailed in the story 
of the scion of a wealthy patrician family. 
Favorinus Herennius, a Stoic, is disdainful of 
Christians until he falls in love with his 
cousin Paulina. When Decius institutes 
wholesale persecution of the Christians, 
Paulina is among the first group to die in the 
arena of lions, and Favorinus also dies a 
martyr’s death when he embraces Christianity 
by “confessing the name.” The Christians as 
well as the pagans are shown as a very human 
lot, with weaknesses of the flesh and pettiness 
of character. The political rivalries and 
struggles of Decius to maintain his position 
form an elaborate frame for the story. 


Thirkell, Angela (Mackail). Happy 
turn. Knopf, $3.50. September 22. 


The Barsetshire chronicler makes her annual 
report on the vital statistics of the county, 
interlining it as usual with the rambling, but 
quite comprehensible, mental meanderings of 
the worthy inhabitants. Conservative to the 
last man, the populace rejoices over Church- 
ill’s victory in the 1951 election, and looks 
forward to the next year under a top-drawer 
government.

A guidebook to the remotest history of man- 
kind, to preliterate or proto-history, planned 
for the lay reader with little or no back- 
ground in archeology or anthropology. In- 
cludes sections on pre-Columbian America, 
China, and India, often omitted from other 
works on prehistory. Other cultures studied 
in their earliest origins are the Near East, 
Crete, Greece, Etruria, and Rome, followed by 
an afterword on the physical evolution of 
man.

The concluding chapter states that this book 
has “tried to keep the focus on man and 
his fate as he is affected by the natural law 
of the widespread yet interrelated world 
of the Ocean River of the Atlantic.” To that 
end the authors draw on folklore, paleontol- 
ogy, and other natural sciences for explana- 
tions of the origin of the oceans, the life 
therein, and the phenomenon known as the 
Gulf Stream. They examine the effect of the 
Gulf Stream on climate and economy on each 
side of the Atlantic, as well as on discovery 
and history. They call for cooperative study 
of this ocean river because it can be made to 
yield secrets that can open a new frontier of 
scientific knowledge.

He lays down 10 sensible 
rules of behavior for the physician, and 10 
for the patient, basing them on his belief 
that the relationship is necessarily of so in- 
timate a nature that its success depends on 
the mutual exercise of confidence, considera- 
tion, and cooperation. In order to enable the 
patient to cooperate, the author gives a 
modicum of information on the functions of 
drugs, kinds of medical service available, and 
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types of plans or agencies through which 
medical care is distributed.

Poverty and too much self-sacrificing 
work wrecked both his health and his mar- 
riage; after miraculously recovering from 
tuberculosis he gave the whole of himself 
to helping the unfortunate, and, in 1936, went 
to Spain where he initiated mobile blood 
banks. Like some other humanitarians of the 
period he accepted communism as the hope of 
the future, and joined Mao’s forces in China. 
dying there in 1939 of septicemia. Always at 
white heat, he went through life with a force 
that can be felt throughout this biography.

These two books on human and plant phys- 
iology begin a new series of science books 
designed for three-way use: by children too 
young to read, by second and third graders, 
and by better readers or adults reading to 
children. The material is expertly geared to 
children’s interest in these subjects and pre- 
sented in concise text and in excellent illus- 
trations showing anatomical and _ botanical 
cross sections as well as exteriors. Unfor- 
tunately the employment of different sizes of 
type on alternate pages—oversize type for 
the supposedly simpler text for younger 
readers, and average size type for the more 
detailed text aimed at the older group—is 


confusing and unnecessary and may limit 
rather than increase the use of the books.
